(the northern lights) c o m e 
out until later in the year. But 
he was sure they were th e 
auroras. 
The Navy also reported that 
these flares are visible for 130 


miles and suggested that the 
public be not unduly alarmed. 
But the lights appeared to 
the north of the Stroudsburg*, 
Fort Dix is to the south of 
the Pocono*. 
Perhaps there 
were two unusual displays. 
The evidence furnished by 
the viewers strongly suggests 
that they were aurora borealis, 
however. 
They a r e described as a 
luminous phenomenon visible 
only at night. 
Sometimes it 
assumes a waving appearance, 
sometimes a variety of colors.

Expanding Knowledge 


George Sokolsky Says • . • 


Secretary Of State 


Scientists on occasion have tried 
to deal responsibly with the human 
and political consequences of the forces 
their knowledge unleashes. 
All too often their efforts have been 
misunderstood or, worse, misdirected by 


g r o u p s intent on partisan advantage. 
Recognizing this and moved by th# 
urgeat need to improve “the interac­ 
tion between scientific progress and 
public affairs,” the American Associa­ 
tion for the Advancement of Science 
has called for a lx>ld program of public 
enlightment. 
To collect 
scientific information 
bearing on existing or potential issues, 


the association would set up a two-way 
avenue of communication within the 
scientific community through special 
committees and conferences. 


Public reports would then be issued 
in forms suited to a broad level of un­ 
derstanding. The objective would not 
be to recommend a course of action, but 
to expand the base of knowledge upon 
which public decisions could be made. 
An informed public is vital to the 
orderly existence of free peoples. No 
longer can scientific knowledge be left 
in the intellectual stratosphere. Its ef­ 
fects are all about us.

Shades O f The Past 


A large clue to “liberal” economic 
thinking was provided by Senator Ken­ 
nedy in some TV remarks this week. 
The Presidential 
contender said 
Congress, when it resumes next month 
should increase defense appropriations 
by $2.5 billion to $3 billion. This, he 
suggested, would not only improve the 
nation’s military position hut help ward 
off a recession which he sees threaten­ 
ing early next year. 
Regarding America’s defense posi­ 
tion, the burden of proof, it seems to 
us, rests on those who insist it is in­ 
adequate. 
Certainly the objective evidence 
indicates that the U.S. has the m ost 
powerful military establishment in the 
world, as indeed it should have when 
we are spending around $41 billion each 
year on it. 
A heedless piling up of more bil­ 


lions could well make matters worse 
rather than better. 
In any case, the idea of boosting 
defense funds to make more “prosper­ 
ity” reflects a fairly crude approach to 
economics. Military spending is a nec- 
cessary evil; it produces little of value 
to the economy. 
To use it in such a way is just 
wasteful pump-priming, and the record 
of pump-priming is pretty poor any­ 
way. You would think we were still 
fighting our way out of the Great De­ 
pression. 
That, indeed, is what is so reveal­ 
ing. 
These 
liberal 
politicians 
pride 
themselves on demanding new’, forward- 
looking programs for the new times. 
Yet when they get down to cases 
they sound as though they were living 
not in 1960 but in 1935.

By to n g reunion* I Q uarterly 


’Washington — The hottest po­ 
tato on the legislative platter 
when Congress returns in Aug­ 
ust will be a proposal for m ed­ 
ical care for the aged introduced 
June 30 by Sen. Clinton P. An­ 
derson (D-N.M ). 
The Anderson plan is destined 
to become the focal point in one 
of the biggest issues Congress 
will attempt to resolve in its 
concluding session: whether or 
not to establish medical bene­ 
fit payments for the aged as an 
integral part of the .Social Sec­ 
urity system. 
Anderson's proposal has been 
pushed to the center of the 
stage as a m oderate m easure 
standing the best chance of ad­ 
option. It keeps benefits within 
narrower limits 
than 
sim ilar, 
earlier Democratic plans pro­ 
posed by Rep. Aime J. Forand 
(D.R.I.) and Sen. P at McNam­ 
ara (D-Mich.), but retains the 
key feature: m edical insurance 
self-financed through Social Sec­ 
urity taxes. 
Observers predict that if any 
plan to finance health benefits 
for the aged through Social Sec­ 
urity gets through Congress in 
August, the Anderson plan will

The AFL-CIO, which says it 
is “ irrevocably committed ' to 
establishm ent of the .Social .Sec­ 
urity principle In health care 
for the aged, has swung behind 
the proposal. 
The American Medical Assn. 
is expected to oppose it with 
the sam e vigor it has opposed 
all earlier Social Security health­ 
care measures. The AMA fears 
any such plan would be the 
“ foot in the door” for eventual 
socialization of medicine in the 
United States 


The major selling point of An­ 
derson'* plan over earlier ver­ 
sions Is Its reduced cost. It has 
been designed carefully to hold 
benefits within the scope of the 
extra revenue* which would be 
provided by the proposal’* tax 
provisions, 
which 
would 
raise 
payroll taxes by one-quarter of 
I percent each for em ployers 
and employee*, and by three- 
eighth* of I percent for self- 
em ployed persons. 


Benefits in any 12-month per­ 
iod would include up to 365 days 
of hospital care, 180 days of 
skilled nursing-heme care follow­ 
ing transfer from a hospotal, 
and up to 385 days of visit jng- 
nursing service in the home. 
However, benefits would be re­ 
stricted to persons 68 or over, 
the patient would pay the first 
J75 of hospital care as well as 
575 of any hospitalization in ex­ 
cess of 24 days, surgery, phys­ 
icians’ fees and drugs outside 
the hospital would not be cov­ 
ered, and coverage would he 
limited to one continuous per­ 
iod of treatm ent, thus excluding 
short, sporadic visits to the hos­ 
pital. 
Anderson has proposed that 
his plan be tacked on to the 
.Social Security bill passed June 
23 by tile House. He said it 
would supplement, rath er than 
replace, the limited health-care 
program provided in the House 
hill. The House program called 
for m atching Hate and federal 
grants to provide assistance to 
the lowr income aged, 
rather 
than financing through Social 
Security taxes. 


Administration 
Proposal—The 
Eisenhower Administration has 
its own program for the aged, 
calling 
for federal and 
state 
grants to set up a “ m edicare 
program ” 
through 
which 
the 
low-income aged could receive 
medical benefits by paying a 
524 enrollm ent fee. As an altern­ 
ative, participants could receive 
subsidies to help pay for their 
private health-insuranee policies. 
The Administration also has pro­ 
posed that its plan be used to 
supplem ent 
the 
House 
pro­ 
gram , but the proposal has lit­ 
tle chance of adoption in the 
D em ocratic Congress. The plan 
w as incorporated in a bill in­ 
troduced June 30 by Sen. E v ­ 
erett Saltonstail (R M ass.). 
Chances for the Anderson plan 
have been confused by events 
at the Democratic National Con­ 
vention. A num ber of reports 
said 
Senate 
Majority 
Leader 
Lyndon B. Johnson (D-Texas) 
had prom ised to push a Social 
Security program for the aged 
through Congress in August if 
labor leaders agreed to support 
—or at least not to veto — his 
candidacy for the Democratic 
Presidential nomination, but the 
Johnson cam p, and labor figures 
them selves, 
have denied 
any 
such deal, and labor leaders at 
the convention reportedly turn­ 
ed thum bs down on Johnsons 
bid for the nomination.

While 
some youngsters have a tooth 
or two at this age. the average 
infant won t cut his first tooth 
until some time after he reaches 
the age of six months.
